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SUSIE ONCE MORE. 
The Dunning Woman and Her 
Black Husband Locked Up. 


Jackson's Preliminary Hearing in Justice 
Court-In the Custody of Officers 
They Walk the Streets. 


Susie Dunning and her black husband were 
the central figures in anether small sensation 
yesterday. 

About five o’cloek yesterday afternoon a 
woman closely veiled and escorted by some 
police officers, was the center of a crowd of 
urchins. The woman was Susie and she was 
veing taken toward the police station. 

Some distance behind a handcuffed negro 
was the center of a somewhat larger crowd. 
This was Green Jackson, the alleged husband 
of the white woman, and he was on his way 
toward the county jail. As he saw the other 
crowd in front of him, Green begged to be al- 
lowed to join the woman. .As tlie officers 
would not allow this, he trie@-to break away 
and run toward Susie, but here, too, he was 
doomed to disappointment. — 

Susie and Green were on their way from 
Justice Manning’s court, where Green had 


been given a hearing upon a charge of receiy- 


ing stolen property. ae 

The court room was filled. . Both Susie and 
per mother were present. - Mrs, Dunning was 
examined first. During her eXamination it was 
shown that Susie’s age in the old family Bible 
nad been changed, and this formed part of the 
defense, it being claimed that the date had: 
peen changed by Mrs. Dunning in order to 
make Susie stay at home as long as possible, 
and in the ameantime Susie’s share of the 
money realized from the sale of der father’s 
estate would remain in the possession of Mrs. 
Dunning, as administratrix. : 

When Susie was called, the defense objected 
that, as she was the legal wife of Green Jack- 
son, she could not be forced to testify against 
him. But Judge Manning decided that the 
law of Georgia did not recognize her as his 
wife, and the examination continued. 

Susie says that on the night of the 15th of 
January she went to see Green Jackson's 
mother ‘‘on business.’”?” The next day, in her 
mother’s absence, she stole the $1,400 from 
her mother’s trunk, which money she regarded 
as her own. 

She left home in company with Green 
Jackson’s younger brother, and by him she 
sent a note back to her mother, stating what 
she had done, She then went to Springfield, 
Ohio, where her elder sister, already married 
to a negro, resided. ~Green Jackson was 
already there at her sister’s house. 

Susie gave Green $120, turned over to him 
a stock of merchandise worth $300, to which 
another $100 was subsequently added, and 
the young couple lived high. Besides the 
€120, Green was given several smalfer gifts, 
and was told by Susie to help himself to what 
the store contained. : 

The policeman finished the. story. Green 
came back to the Dunning plantation, possibly 
to help his mother or his friends, and was 
caught. Before being told why he was arrested, 
he was overheard telling a friend to havea 
certain trunk removed. The trunk was already 
at police headquarters, and when searched $105 
in money was found. At first Jackson denied 
that Susie gave it to him, and Susie denied 
giving it to him, but both afterwards confessed 
that the money was part of the stolen $1,400. 

The defense claimed that the money was not 
stolen, but was taken under the honest impres- 
sion that it belonged to Susie Dunning, s0 
Green Jackson .could not be convicted of re- 
ceiving stolen property unless Susie was first 
convicted of having stolen it. 7 

The prosecution claimed that there was a 
premeditated plot to take and divide the 
money, and that when Green Jackson took 
part of it he knew he was taking stolen prop- 
erty. ig 

Judze Manning decided that Jackson be 
bound over under a bond of $1,000, Jackson 
went to jail in default of bond, and Susie was 
taken back to the stationhouse.
